Tha fyten Catia, ie 
many was called the Pythagorean Syftem. is fy the

ic from eatt to welt, carrying all the celeftinl bodies along with them, in twenty 
four hoors, Being confonant to appearances, it was adhered to for msny 
age till happily, in the year 1590, the true fyitem was revived by Nicolaus 

pernicus, a native of Thorn, in Weltern Prufia. 


Of the Solar Sytem. 


As by the sniver/e is to be underftood the whole frame of nature; to the ut- 
tool extent of the creation, by the folar is meant that portion only of 
the univerfe which comprehends the Sun, s, (atellites, and comets, Of 
this 7 fem the Sun is the centre; and there are feven planets which revolve 
round him, each in ite path or orbit, The names of thefe planets, in the 
order of their diflance from the Sun, are Mercury, Venus, the Earth, Mars, 
Jopiter, Satura, and the Georgian. The firt two, becaule they move withia 
the orbit of the Earth, are called inferior planets ; und the lait four, on account, 
of their moving withoyt that orbit, are called fuperior planets, 


The Sun, 


‘The Svy, the centre of our fyftem, the parent of the feafons, and * great 
delegated fource of light and life,” is in the form of a fpheroid, higher under 
the equator than about the poles, His diameter is 763,000 miles, his folid 
bulk a millon of times larger than the Earth’s ; and bis diftance from the 
Earth is 9,173,000 miles. This diftance ia fo prodigious, that a cannoa-ball, 
wish pa atthe rate of about eight milesin a minute, zoho oecteg 

in twenty-two and a halfin going from the Earth to the Sun.

‘The planets are all opaque fpherical bodies, and have no light of their own, 
bat Dae op means of thet borrowed light which they receive from the Sun. 
roe the be appearance and difappenrance of free remarkable dark 
fpors, whic meats of atelefcope, are conftantly to ‘on their bodies, 
it may be demonftrated, that each bas a motion round its axis, aod from thelr 
{ceming fometimes to be ftationary, and at other times retrograde, it ie equally 
certain, they muft have a progreffive motion round the Sus. Ap the Enh, 
moreover, is fimilar to the other fix planeta, it tay reafonably be concluded, by 
analogy, that they mutt be defigned for the fame purpofes, although, from their 
different ‘proportone of heat and cold, it is not credible that beings of ovr 
muke and temperament could live upon all of ther.

Sours bis ane 
nual circuit round That luminary in sbout twenty sine and a half of our years, 
‘His diameter in 77,990 miles 5 and he is farrognded by belts, like Jupiter, by 
obfermtions on which Dr, Herichel determined, in January £794, that hig 
diurnal rotation is performed in ten houre and fixteen minutes. Saturn is ob= 
ferved to be attended by even fatellites. Of thefe, five were difcovered in the 
Jaf century ; and the other two were firit obferved by Dr. Herfchel, in 1788. 
A imagniGoent luminous ring encompaiics this planet, at fuch a diftance, thee 
feveral of the ftars may frequently be feen between the inward furface of the 
ring and the body of the planet; its diftance from which is equal to ite breadth, 
bie ia about 21,000 miles, This ring was difcovered by Huygens, about 
the year 1655. 

7. The Guoncsan, the mot remote planet in our fyftem, had efcaped 
the obferration of every aftronomer (at leaft a8 planct) till the 13th of 
March 1981, when ft was iven by Dr. Herfchel, who gave it the neme of 
Georgium Sidus,'as a mark of refpeé to his prefent majefly, and to convey 
an idea to poflerity of the time and place of the difeovery. Ite diftance from 
the Sun is 1,816,455,000 miles, which is nincteen times greater than that of 
the Earth. Ity diameter is 35,230 miles; and it revolves round the Sun at 
the rate of 7,000 miles an honr, in about 82 years. It fhines with a faint 
Heady light, fomewhat paler and fainter than Jupiter; but its apparent diame- 
ter being only about four feconds, it can feldom be feen plainly by the naked 
eye, but inay be eafily difcovered in a clear night, when at the horizon,

‘The Secondary Planets. 


Befides the primary planets, there are eighteen others, called fecor 

planets, fatellites, or moons, which regard their primaries as the centres of their 

ions, and revolve round them in the fame manner as thofe primaries do round 
the Sup; namely, the Moon, which attends our Earth; the four fatellites of 
Jupiter ; tbe feven that belong to Saturm, and the fix that attend the Geor- 
gian.

‘The Comets. 


Comurs are folid opaque bodies, of different magnitudes, like the planets. 
‘Their number is unknown ; but they have been found to move round the 
Sun, and to crafs the orbits of the planets in all manner of dire&tions, 
are principally diftinguithed from the planets by long fiery tails, which con 
tinually iffue from the fide that is furtheft from the Sun. The osbite, in 
which thefe vat bodies move, arc cxecedingly long ovals, or very eccentric 
ellipfes, of fuch amazing circumferences, that in parts of their circuit 
through the heavens, they a; fo near the Sun, as to be almoft vitrified 
by bis heat; and then go off again into the regions of infinite {pace, to fuch 
immenfe diftances, as to be totally deprived of the light and heat which the 
reft of the planets receive from that luminary. The patha which they dc- 
{eribe, and the lawa to which they are fubjeG, have been difcovered by 
Newton. Their revolutions are governed throughout by the fame law, of 
deferibing equal areas in equal times, which is known to regulate the motions 
of all the other bodies in the fyfiem. 


Of the Fixed Start. 


‘What 2 omgnificent idea of the Creator and bis works ia prefented in this 
account of the folar fyfiem! In the ceatre is placed the Sun, a ftupendovs 
body of fire, around whofe orb, the planets, fatellites, and comets, 
their revolutions with an cxaéinefs and regularity which muft fill the mind 
with the moft fublime conceptions of their divine origio. Who can contem= 
plate the magnitudes and diftances of thofe vait bodies, and nat be ftruck 
with the wonders of Omnipotence ? But to form fomeides, however imperied, 
of the extent of the univerie, and the mote glorious workpof creation we mutt 
extend our views to thofe numerous aad {plendid orbs, which are difperfed far 
bezond the bounds of our folar fyftem. 

fixed flara are diftinguifhed from the planets by being more lumioous, 
‘and by continually exhibiting that appearance which we call the {wrinkling of 
the lars. But » more remarkable property of the fixed ftare (and from which 
the; bw 4 their name) is their never changing their fituation with regard to 
cacy » a6 the plancts do; for although the rotation af the Earth, on its 
axidvoccafions an apparent diurnal motion of the whole frame of the heavens, 
in a contrasy direStion, yet any two fixed flare being obferved, at diflant in 
tervals of time, will always be found to preferre the fame relative poftion 
during the whole of this sevolution. 

‘The fiars which are the neareft to us feem the 1 » and are therefore 
called tara of the fir magnitude, and fo on as far as the fixth, which includes 
all the ftara that are vifible witbout a telefcope; and, fince the invention of 
that inftrument, their number is confidered as tmmenfe. But the immenfity of 
heir sumber is not alone worthy of admiration : their immenfe diftance from 
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‘as, ad from each other, muft equally exalt our ideas of the woaders of Oise 
nipotence, and the foconeelvable extent of the creation. The teerelt fter to 
‘us, or that foppofed to be fach from being the largett in appearance, fe Situs, 
or the dogftar ; ite diflence from the San ia computed to be above 32 mil. 
Kons of millions of miles, which is further than a cannon-ball would fly im 
feven millions of years. 

‘The ftars being at fuch immenfe diftaaces from the Sun, curnet receive from 
hin fo ftrong alight as they feem to fs, norevin a degree of brightaefs 
feiclent to make them eidhle to us, therefore, {tine by their own native 

uftre, and, in this refpeé, are totally different from the planets. 

‘The vulgar and uninformed imagine, that all the Rare were made only to 
give afaint glimmering light to the inhabitants of this globe, although many 

+ of thefe ftara are fo far from benefiting us, that they cannot be feen without = 
telefeope } and there are innumerable others which the eye, even by the uid of 
that inftrument can never reach. It cannot be imagined therefore, that the 
omnipotent Creator, who ads with infinite wifdom, and never ats in vain, 
thould have created {0 many glorious funs, fitted for fo maoy important pur- 

ofes, and placed at fuch diftances from each other withont fuitable objects 

fufficiently near them to be benefited by their influence. On the contrary, it ie 
reafonable to conclude, that they were created for the fame parpofes with our 
Sun ; to beftow light, heat, ‘and vegetation, on a certain number of planets re- 
volving rovnd them. Ad, from analogy we may icfer, that all thefe fanumer- 
able {yftems ate with equal wildow contrived for the accommodation of rational 
inhabitants ; pears of fill higher orders of intelligent beings, all capable, in 
the different {cales of exittence, of a perpetual progreflion in knowledge and 
virtue, in perfeétion and felicity.

‘The Equator, or Equinocriat, is w great circle, ninety degrees diftent 
Srom the poles of the world, and fo named, becanfe it divides the world into two 
equal parte: shat ia which the arétic pole is found, is called the northern half ; 
aid that io which the antarctic pole is placed, ie the fouthern half. It ia divid- 
el into 360 degrees, or 180 de; taft, and the fame weit, frog the firk 
meridian, which on Englith pees through London ; and iS principal 
ie ie to thow the longitude of any » eaft or wel, froma {och fr Seaden. 
‘When the Sua is in chis circle there ie an equality of days and gights all over 
barb + hence thefe points are called the equinoxes.

The ufe of the brefs Meridian 
of a globe is to fhow when it ie noon or midnight at the place to which it 
in applied s and alfo to find the latitade of places, north or fouth, from the 
‘equator. 
The Ecuirtic ia great circle that cuts the equator obliquely, and ree 
fents that path in the heavens, which the Sun feema to defcribe by the 
th’e snaval courfe round it. It is divided into 13 pasts, called figns, and. 
each of thofe into go more, called degrees, correfponding tothe 12 months, 
and the days of the moath. 

‘The Horizon ia a great circle, which divides the world into two equal 
rts or hemifpheres, of which one is fuperior and vifible, and the other imp 

Prior and invifible. When the Sun is above thie circle it is then day, and 
when it is funk 18 degrees benesth it, night then commences. Tia circle ia 
‘of wood, and the brais meridian is inclofed therein with all the reft of the 
{phere : it is alfo immovesble, and on it arc marked the degrecs of the 12 
igns of the ecliptic, and the days of the 12 months of the year, 

‘Tue Troprce are two fmall cizcles Parallel to theequinadtial, defcribed. 
by the firfl points of the firft degrees of the figns termed Cancer and Capri- 
corn, that is, where they touch the ecliptic. They are diftant from the 

inoétial very near 23 degrees and « half. The Sun defcribes thefa 

‘ropics about the 2oth of June, and the 21it day of December. Wher 
be touches the Tropic of Cancer, he makes the longeft day for the inhabi- 
tants between the equator and the north pole; and, when he comes to the 
beginniog of Capricorn, he makes the longelt day for the people between 
the equator and the fouth pole. On the contrary, the fhortelt day to the 
former will bé when the Sun touches the Tropic of Capricorn, and to 
the latter when he comes to the Tropic of Cancer. For this reafon, thofe 
points are called the winter and the fummer Tropics, or the fouthera and, 
northern; and they are as it were the two barriers, beyond which the Sun 
never pafles, 

Tne Poran Cincrzs are diftinguifhed by the names of the arétic and 
antarétic, or the north and the fouth, and are citcles parallel to the equinos- 
tia “They are termed Polar, beoanle they are near the poles of the world, 
being only 23 degrees and a half from each pole. :

‘The Zonrs are five broed {paces encompaffing the globe, and are diftin- 
guithed chiefly by the temperature of the air, The torrid Zone contains all 
the fpace between the two tropica, and in fo called from its exceffive heat, 
the Sun being vertical twice every yearto all that inhabit it. This circle is 
about 47 degrees broad. Thetwo temperate Zonesure fo called from their 
lying between the two extreme of heat and cold, viz. between the 
torrid Zone and the frigid Zones, the one being called the Northern tempe- 
rate Zone, and the other the Southern temperate Zone. ‘Thefe are both 43 
degrees broad. Of the two frigid Zones, the one encompafies the artic or 
north pole, and extends to the diflance of 23 degrees and a half from it ; and 
the other, the sntardtic or fouth pole, to the fame diftance. 


Of the Climates. 


A Cuimarts isa fpace of the Earth comprehended between two parallels, 
atthe cnd of which the Jength of the longeft days are increafed half anhour 
in the fummer feafuv. The better to underiland this we moft obferve, that 
under the equator the longeft day is no more than twelve hours, and that in 
proportion os we advance toward the polar circle, the days of each climate in- 
creafe half an hour, till we arrive at the polar circles 5 for then the longelt 
days confift of 24 hours. Thus there are 24 Climates in all, on cach fide of 
the equator. It in cafy to know in what Climate a city is, by obferving the 
longeit day ; us for initance, at London, where the days are 16 hour long 
we needonly fubtra& 12 fromthe number, and there will remain four 5 then 
multiply this by two, and you will have eight, which i the Climate of Lon- 
don, The fame may be done on any other Climate. ‘ 


Of the Points of the Compafi. 


‘The Earth may be confidered, with regard to the four cardinal Points, 
which are the north, fouth, eaft, and weft ¢ and all the pointe included be- 
tween them may have refpe& to a particular place. By this means we know 
the fituation of the different countries of the world, with regard to each other 5 
for fome are orientel or toward the calt, with regard to thofe that are occi- 
dental, or lie wefterly of them. Thus Ireland is to the wett of England, Po- 
Jand is to the eaft of Germany, and Altice is to the fouth of Europe. We 
may cafily dittinguith the points thet lie between thofe that are cardinal: 
thus, though Spain is to the fouth of France, yet it likewife lies to the wet. 
ward thereof: but as they do not lie exaGly fouth or welt of cach other, 
Spain may be faid to lie fouthwelt of France ; and for the fame reafon, on the 
contrary, France will be northealt with regard to Spain. The like may be 
faid of any two other countries, % 


OF te terms ufed in Geagraply. 7 


‘The word Geography comes from the Greck, and fignifiess defcription of 
the Earth. By the Earth is meant the terraquecus globe compofed of land’ 
and water, and it ia commonly celled the terrefisiat globe. Cl by in 
the defeription of a country , province, or county 5 ha, for iaflance, Dorfetfhire, 
Topography is the defcription of a particular place, asa town and the like, 
Fiydrograply isa defcription of the water, {uch as oceans, fear, and lakes, 

Ac the Earth may be reprefented either in the whole, or in part, it forms 
the difference between geographical charts or rape, which, however, may 
be reduccd to two kinds; namely, general and particelar. Amoug the 
former is the map of the world, or planifphere, which thows the two filers 
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of the whole tefreftrial globe, cut in two by the meridian pafling through 
the equinoxea 3 a alfo the maps which defcribe fome, principal part of the 
globe ; fuch as Europe, Afia, or Africa ; and even kingdom 3 at Sweden, 
Spain, or Great Britain. However, thofe maps may be called particular, 
which reprefent any particular country ; but they are more properly fuch as 
give an account only of 2 part, as Naples in lisly, Normandy in France, 
and Staffordthire in England. * 

After all, nothing can give’ @ better or more general idea of the Earth 
thm a globe, becavfe it is of the fame thape and figure ; but as it is im- 
poffibleto make one large enough to thew part of the land and fea 
diftin@ly, there is a neceflity of having recourle to generat and particulas 
mapa, 

Go aphy, a3 well as other arts and {ciences, has terms proper to itfelf ; 
fome of which have relation to the land, and others to the water. 

A. Continent is @ large part of land that comprehends feveral countries not 
Separated by any fea: thus Europe is a continent. 

‘An Ifland, or Ile, is a portion of land entirely Currounded by water. 

‘A Peninfula, or Cherfonefur, is. a quantity of land which is jained to x con- 
tinent only by a neck of the fame, it being every where elle encompalled 
with water; as the peninfula of the Crimea, 

An Jfbmus, or neck of land, is that part by which » peninfula is joined ta 
the land ; as the ifthmus of Suez. 

A. Promontory ia a high part of land, which projects into the {ca, and is come 
monly called a Cape, when it appears like a mountain; but when the ade 
vanced part has little cleestion, ic is termed » Point. Thus the Cape of 
Good Hope ix a mountainous promontory. 

An Ocean ia» large colleétion of waters furrounding « confiderable part of 
the continent ; fuch as the Atlantic and Northern Oceans, 

A Sea ig a {maller colle€tion of waters, when underftaod in a ftrid fenfe, 
us the Irith Seas but, in general, every part of the ocean may be called the 
fea; and it ia ftill more general, when the terraqucous globe is faid to confitt 
of land apd fea, 

A Channel is a narrow fea, confined between an ifland and a continent, or 
between two iflands 5 a8 the Englith Channel, and St. George’s Channel. 

A Gulf is a part of the fea furrounded by land, except in one part, where 
it communicates with the ocean ; a8 the gulf of Bengal, the Gulf of Florida ; 
and yet thefe are more properly feas than the Mediterranean, the Baltic, 
_ the Black Seas, which properly fpeaking, are gulfs, aa well as the Gulf 
of Venice. 

A Bay is faid to differ from a gulf only in being lefs, and more narrow 
at the entrance than within ; but thie is far from being true ; for a bay has 
a wider entrance in proportion than a gulf, and it may be allo larger than 
fome gull 3 as for inBance, the Bay of Bifcay j though it rout be acknow- 
ledged that baysin general are much fmaller. 

A Crick io a {mall inlet, and is always much Jefs than a bay: 

A Road is a place upon any coat where there is a good anchorage, and 
where veflels, in fome fenfe, are sheltered from the wind. 

+ A Strait is a narrow paflage hich, joins two feas, two gulf, or a fea and 
@ gulf; {uch as the Sound, near the Baltic ; and the Straits of Gibraltar,

damaged in finch a manner as to be un- 
worthy of heing prefented to the fovereign, 
here is fame deubt therefure, ul any of 
the _fineft Chinefe porcelain was ever feen 
in Europe. ‘Befide the fruits peculiar to 
the country, China produce the greater 
part of thofe of Europe; but (exrepting 
the frapes. and pomegranates) they are 
much inferior.

‘uotwithftanding which they have the re- 
putation of being very chafte, though 
they feldom want opportunity ; for ace 
cording to the accounts of 2 late traveller, 
it is an eftablihed point of guod manners 
among then, that as foon as any perfon 
comes in to fpcak to the wife, the hufband 
goes out of the houle: but whether this 
continency of theirs proceeds from their 
‘own gentrofity, to recompence their huth- 
ands for the coufidence they put in them, 
or has its foundation only in fame, he 
he pretends not to determine. The bride- 
groom pays for his bride a murricge- 
prefent, confifting of arms or a coat of 
nual, but he muft nat ice her, or cobabit 
with her, without the greateft myftery ; 
and this referve continues dunng lie. 
‘The futher inakes the bride a predent on 
the wedding day, but relerves the greater 
part of what ‘he intends to give her 
ull the birth of her firft chiid. On this 
eccafion the pays him a vifit, receives from. 
him the remainder of her portion, and is 
vlothed by him in the drefs of a matron, 
the principal diftinction of which confifte 
in a veil. Until this time, the drefs of 
the women is mach like that of the men, 
excepting that the cloak is longer, and 
frequently white, a colour never worn 
ment Pe Gop, toe be generally Sex ox 10 
colunred. Before marriage, the youth 
hoth fexes fee each other freely at the 
little zejoicings which take place on fefti- 
vals. Before the ball, the young 
fhow their aflivity and addrefs in 2 variety 
of military exercifes, aud the moft alert 
have the privilege of choofing the moft 
beautiful partners. ‘Their mufical infbu- 
ments are'a long flute with only three 
flops, a fpeci not mandoline, and a tam- 
bourin, ‘The dances are in the Afistic 
Ryle, with little gaiety or expreffion ; the 
flepe difficult, but aot graceful. ‘The wo- 
snen participate in the general charadicr 
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of the nation : they take pride in the* 
courage of thelr hufbands, and reproach: 
them feverely when defcated. They po- 
ith and take care of the armour of the 
men. ‘Their language they have im com- 
mon with the other neighbouring ‘Tartars, 
chough the chief people among them 
are not ignorant of the Ruflian: 
their religion is Paganifm ; for notwithe 
fianding they ufe cincamcifion atoong them, 
they have neither prief, alcoran, or mofyue, 
like other Mahometans. Every body here 
offera bia own facrifice at pleafare ; for 
which, however, they have certain days, 
eftablithed rather by cuftom than any 
pofitive command ; their moft folemn face 
rifice is offered at the death of thar near- 
eft friewds ; upon which occafion both men 
and women meet in the field to be pre- 
fent at the offering, which ia an he-goat ; 
and having killed, they flay it, and fretrh 
Fe Pirie bly 
a at the top ofa le, plac 
com in ar fcktee ledge (ed Keep 
the cattle from it); and near the place 
the facrifice is offered by boiling and roafe 
ing the fichh, which they afterwards cat. 
When the feaft is over, the men rife, and 
having paid their adoration to the fhiny 
and muttered over fome certain prayers, 
tne women withdraw, and the men con- 
clude the ceremony with drinking a grest 
quantity of aquavite ; and this genrally 
ends in a quarrel before they part. The 
face of the country 1 pleafuntly diverfified 
with mountain, valleys, woods, laukex, 
and rivers; and, though mot much cul- 
nvated, is far from being unfruitful, 
In fummer the inbabante quit the towns, 
and eucamp in the fields like the neigh- 
ing Tartar ; occafionally thifting ther 
Mations along with their flocks and herds. 
Befides game, in which the country greatly 
abounds, the Circaffians eat bect and mut- 
ton; but that which they prefer to al 
others is the Heth of ayoung horfe, ‘Their 
bread confitts of thin cakes of barley 
meal, baked upon the hearth, which 
always ext new ; and their ufual 





fleep, which they indulge regu 
ss incoation cr ouvengnet ee 
tes. mye the men make excartons inte 
an enemy's country, they will pafs feveral 
dave and nights oceliely witout eps 
ing; but, at their return, tk tote as much 
time to repofe as the {pave in which they 
bad before withheld fom that gratificae 
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tien. ‘When they eat, they fit erofe-legged 
on the nee, the nol Keene omnes Se 
ing them initead of a ote removing 
from one part of the eouniry to anothers 
the women and children are carried in 
wai which are a kind of travelling 
houles, and drawn by oxen or camels, 
they never wling horfes for draught.

have been fac ely converted to Chrift- 
janity and Mahometanitm, and have now: 
no religion or worthip among them. ‘I'hey 
break, without feruple, fuch oaths as they 
have taken on the bible and the koran; 
‘but there are certain forms of oaths, and 
certain places, in the neighbourhood of 
their runs (tappofid to be remain, of 
Chrifian churches) which infure Ucir 
fidelity. Their courage, great as it is, 
ig not proot againft regions tcrrms. 
Like all barbarians, they believe that whot

‘The palace where 
the doge refides, and where the great and 
hitle council, and the two colleges of the 
Provuratori and governator: affemble, 
a large ftone budding in the centre of 
the city; but it contains fome fine pain- 
tuys in frefco ; two ftatucs of An- 
drew and John Doria in white marbie ; and 
a9 artenal, in which are fal to he arms for 
thite-four thoufind men. All the inha- 
Uitants here, except the principal ladies, 
who are carried inc hairs, walk on foot, on 
account of the narrownehs or eepnels of 
the firects, ‘The fortifications of the citys 
towards the fea, are remarkably frong. 
"There arc two fine tone bridges aver the 
rivers Bonzevera and Bifaguo, the firft 
whereof wathes the weft, and the other 
the eaft fide of the city, within which 
here is alfa a furprifing ftone-bridge join- 
ing two bills, The hat our, though large, 
is far from being fafe; but no care or ex- 
pence have been fpared to rendcr it as fxfe 
and commoxhous as poffihle, ‘The tade of 
Genoa iy cluefly in velvets, damatks, pluth, 
and other filka, brocacks, lace, gloves, 
dweeimeats, fruts, oil, Parmelan cheek, 
anchovies, and medicinal drugs from the 
Levant ; but the badnefs af the harbour, 
and the high price of commodbtics, greatly 
check iis commerce. ‘The nobility’ carry 
on velvet, fill, and cloth manufadures. 
Another very profitable article of trade care 
ried on by than is banking, and dealing m 
bills of exchange. Before Genoa was ta- 
ken by the French, the government was 
anftocratic, and none but the nebutity had 
any fhare init.

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Glencoe, on the Iaft day of Decembery 
went to Fort William, the governor of 
which referred him to a civil officer. ‘This 
made it the firft of January before he 
could reach Inverary, where he furrene 
dered to the therif, who, however, ac- 
cepted his fubmiffion, ia confideration of 
hia offer to furrender the day before. 
‘The laird having taken the oaths, returned. 
to Glencoe, in full affurance of fafety ; not! 
withftanding which, he, and his whole clan, 
‘were butchered, on the rsth of February, 
and the whole of that beautiful valley 
rendered a feene of maffacre and defola- 
tion. 

Grrwcaoy, Varz or, 2 wild and 
romantic tract, near the NE extremity of 
Loch Loung, in Argylethire. The two 
ranges of mountaists, which overhang this 
valley, approach cach other, and between 
thefe the traveller is immured. Their 
Stupendous height, and the roaring of nue 
merous cataracts, that pour over their 
Droken furface, produce an effet avfully 
fublime. 

Gui nLucr, a town in Wigtonthire, 
feated on the river Luce, near ite entrance 
intu the bay of that name, 16 ules W by 
Sof Wigton. 

GuensHet, SriTAt oF, a noted pate 
of the Grampian mountains, in Scotland, 
alittle S of the point where the counties 
of Perth, Angus, and Aberdeen meet. 
In 1728, a small body of Hight: 
with 300 ntaids, ‘took effion 
ths pafs: but, at the approach of the 
king’s forces, they retired to the pafa at 
Suachell. They were driven from one 
eminence to another till night, when the 
Highlanders ditperfed; and, the next dayy 
the Spaniards iurrendered thertuelves pri- 
foners of war. 

G1oGaw, a town of Silefia, capital of 
a prucipality of the fame name, and 
well iortified on the fide of Poland. It 
has a caflle, with a tower, in which fee 
veral couniellors were condemned by 
duke John, in 1498, to perith with huae 
ger. Befides “he papifty, there iz a great 
number of fr penietionte and Jews, It was 
taken by affault, by the king of Pruffiay 
jn 174.

‘The honfes are large 
and make a fine appearance, but are poor 
ly furnithed The inhabitants are cone 
tented with greens, fruits, and roots 
which, with a littl: bread, rice, and fithy 
is their principal diet, though they have 
hoga and fowls in plenty. ‘Their religion 
is the Ronian caholic, and they have a 
fevere inquit The clergy are nuine- 
yous and erate; the churches are 
farely erbelluhhed, and have a great nwn~ 
hor of images, Ie 1s remarkable, that 
only one of the churches bav glafs wune 
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dows ; for they make ufe of clear 0 
fhella inflead of plafs, and all their 
houfes have the fame. Goa has 
manufaétures or produdions, their beft 
trade being in arrack, which they diftil 
from the fap of the cocoa nut-tree. The

They fufier their 
beards to gruw, andl wear thear hair alter 
various tafhions. ‘Theo els arboth men 
asd wamcn nearly selembles thole of New 
‘“ealand, and both fexes wear necklaces of 
‘Small variegated thells. ‘Tattowing the bor 
dy is praétved by every colony of *his na- 
tion, ‘The hands aud arms ol the women 
are alfo very neatly marked, and they have 
the fingular cufiom of tattowing the tip of 
the tongue, Like the New Zealanders, 
they have d the method of living in 
‘villages, containing from 1co to 200 haufey 
baile pretty together, without any 
order, and baving 4 winding pat) between 
them. are generally flanked towards 
the fea detached walls, which are 
meant both for shelter and deience. Thele 
walls confift of loofe fiones, and the inha- 
‘bitents are very dexterous in shifting them 
Saddealy to fach placen asthe dietion of 
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the attack may require. In the fides of the 
Jully, orfarrounding eninences, they have 
alto fittle holes or eaves, the entrance to 
whuch is alfo fecured by a fence of the fame 
kind. ‘They ferve for places of retreat m 
cafes of extremity, and may he defended 
oe a ingle perfon againtt feveral affailants, 
‘Their houfes are of different fizes, fome of 
them being large and commorious, from 
‘40 to 50 feet long, and from 20 to 30 
road; while others are snere hovela. ‘The 
food of the lower clafe coniifts principally 
of fifh and vege tables, to which the people

hogs. The manner of fending their 
time admum of little variety.

‘Their condage, fith-hooksand 
fifhing tackle, iffer but litle frum thofe of 
the othr funds, Ataong their arts mufl 
not he torgotten that of making fale, which 
they have un gicat alwndance and ot a 
good quality. “Their inftruments of war 
‘are fpeare, daggers, cluls, and flings ; and 
for detunfive armour, they wer itrong 
mutserfich ure not calily penetrated 
fuch weapons as theirs. As the iflands 
are not united under one forercign, ware 
are frequent among them, which, no doubt, 
contribute greatly to reduce the number uf 
inhabitants, which, according to the pro- 
partion affigned to each iilend, docs not 
exceed 400,000-—The fame fyflem of fub- 
“ordination prevails here az at the other if- 
Tands, the fame abfolute authority on the 
Et of the chiefs, and the fame unrefifting 
bmiffion on the part ot the people. The 
wernment ia likewile monarchical and 
reditary. At Owhyhee there is a regu- 
ar fackety of prieits living by themfelves, 
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and diftingt in all refpedts from the ref 
the people. Human Lerifices are paar 
quent ; not only at the commencement cf 
a war, or any fignal enterynifs, but the 
death of every confiderable chief calls for a 
repetition of thefe horrid rites. Notwith- 
flanding the irreparable lols in the death of 
captain Cook, who was here mundered 
through fudden refentment and vielence 
they are acknowledged to be of the mof 
mild and affe@ionste ddpofition, “Ph 
‘ive in the utmoft harmony and friendthip 
with each other; and in holpitatity to

They 
are formidable neighbours to the Koriaes, 
who often experience their depredations.

As to the qualities of their 
minds, they ate fakd to want neither wits, 
vivacity, nor tendernefé ; and to be exceed- 
ingly amorous. It is 20 doubt for this rea- 
fon that the men never fiffer ther wives 
faces to he fen, not even by the deareft 
friend they have in the world. There is 
BO need of ancl wit to hehave one’s felf 
well here; for a good mien and grat 
fupply the place of met an the eae and 
fnuch gaiety wold (poil all. Not that the 
“Vurks want-wit ; but they {peak little, and 
pride themfelves in fincerity and modefty 
more than eloquence. ‘The ‘Turks ule no 
tnneceffary words, whereas the Greeks 
talk inceflantly. Though thele two na~ 
tions are Lorn under one climate, their 
tempers are nore different than if they 
Fived in the nioft diftant countries. The 
Torks make profetfion of candour and 
Saithfulnefs, and hae a charitable Bood-na- 
tured people, jealouly excepted, and very 
fober. On the other hand, they are ex- 
tremely proud, infolent, fuperftitiaus, and 
covetous, are alfo much addicted 
to unnatural lufts ; and defpife all other na~ 
‘tions m general, efpecially thofe which are 
not of their religion. ‘The common appel- 
Jation that they give the Chriftsans is that 
of dogs. An unitormity runs through all 
the ations of the Turke, and they never 
change their manner of ving. ‘They feem 
to have no kind of genus for the im) 

nent of the arts and fciences, {hough they 
live under the influence of the fame heaven, 
and poffels the fame countries, as the an= 
cient Grecians did. They generally loiter 
away their titne, either among the women 
in the harem, or in fmoking or taking 
opium ; and though they herd texcther, 
you will obferve as litle converiation 
among them as among fo many horfes 
ina ftible. They feldom travel, or ule 
any exercife or rural fports ; and difcover 
little or no curiofity to dilcover the fate of 
their own, or any other country ; but ‘Tur- 
key, after all, is not without men of parte, 
probity, and honour , nor without ben- 
‘volent, liberal, converfible, ard ingenious 
people. ‘They behave very commendably 
to their flaves and fervants, and frequently 
better than the Chriitians do to theirs. 
‘There are no hereditary governments or 
titles of nobility in Turkey; and indeed 
the commonalty there enjoys the greateft 
Wberty. Learning is at a very low ebb 
among the Turks: however, they have 
fome ichools, colleyes, and srademiee ‘bat 
they are on a very erent footing from 
thofe among us. Not many years Gnce a 
printing haul was fe upat{Confantnople 
‘where books of al! kinds were allowed to 
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be printed, except on matters of religion, 
‘The raoft ingenious rin employ 
themfelves in reading the Alcoran and 
the commentators upon it, to which almofi 
‘all their Jearning is confined. Some of them. 
amu themfelves with poetry, m which 
they are faid to fucceed very well, and other 
‘Turks delight in Mufic. ‘The whele Ture 
ith army, regulars and i jars, amounte 
to above 300,000 men. Beles the true 
Janifaries, or yanifarves of the porte, and in 
adtual pay, there are great numbers all 
over the empire, who precure themfelves 
to be regi on ae boxy, in order to 
be entitled togheir priviteges. ‘Lhe Turk- 
ith navy w not tb confiderable aa might be 
expected in fuch extenfive dominions, fitu- 
ated on feveral feas, ant abounding in com- 
modious harbours. By ther negle€ung 
navigation and foreign commerce, Uhey 
can never find failnrs to mana great fleet ; 
and thote they lave are utsfkilfuly as well as 
their prota and. ofacers, If they would 
apply themfelves to navigation, and makes 
the mof of ther fiiuation and advantages 
they could not fail to became a very fotmi- 
dable marie power. Their navy ge 
nerally confifis of about 40 large ships, 
excluliv. uf galleys. Ju tane of war they 
live or buy merchant fou and others are 
fent them from Algiers, ‘Funis, and’Trnpoli, 
‘The manufactures and commodiien of 
‘Turkey ase filks, carpets, goat’s hair, wool, 
camel’s hai, cotton yarn, dunity, burdets, 
waxed linen, thagrcen fking line, red, aud. 
yellow Morocco Ieather : coflee, rhubarb, 
Turpentine, Alorax, game optim gal, 
cx emery, Jemma bole, pomegra- 
nate-fhells, fonges, Jates, alinonds, wines 
oil, figs, 1asfuts, mother of peal, boawead, 
Laffron, Ae, “hele are exported int large 
quantities by the fevial European tradin;

toforeyn ChrifLan countries. No narica 
is more advantayeoully Lstuated tor traffic 
than the Turkith ; having the navigation 
of the Black Sea, the Levant, and the Red 
Sea; and confeyuently greater opportuni 
ies of importing the rich merchandifes of 
the Eaft, and diftributing them all over 
Europe, than any maritime power: Lut 
they never attempt diftant voyager, and 
have but few merchaut-thips, both their 
importe and exports being chiefly made in 
foreign bottonis. ‘Tyre, Bison Sad Alex- 
andra, which once commanded the navie. 
gation and trade of the world, ane in theig 
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polfuifiongbut make no figure in commerce 
‘at this day: and well it is for the Chrit 
tiang that the Turke are fuch an indolent 
generation ; for their fituation and vaft 
extent of empire would enable them to 
monopolize the trade of the world, if they 
attended to it. Yn this empire there is a 
great traffic in the human Species: not 
only male flaves, but beautiful yeung girle, 
being publicly hought and tua 
Tucks rei in oot God, and that hs

‘were entirely buried under the flones and 
athes thrdwn out. Incredible mifchic? 
‘was alfo dune to the neighbouring country» 
and numbers of people loft their lives, 
among whom was Pliny the Elder. It ia 
the opinion of the heft judges, however, 
that thi eruption was by no means the 
fir that had ever happened. The very 
firects of thofe cities which were at that 
tine overwhelmed are fad to be partly 
paved with fava. Since that me jo 

lifferent crupuons have been recorded, 
fome of which haye becn extresnely vio- 
lest. Inthe year 1538 a mountain three 
‘mikes in circumference and a qnavter ol 4 
mile in perpendicular height, was thrown 
up in the courfe of one uight, ‘There 
have been inftunces of afhes and fulphw- 
reous finoke being carried not only to 
Rome, but alfo beyond the Mediterrancan: 
into Africa, and cven into Egypt ; birds 
have been fuffocated in the air, and have 
fallen down upon the ground ; and fifhea 
petithed in the neighbouring waters whjch 
were made hot, and infedied by it. ‘The 
operations of the fubterraneous fire, ap- 
per to be very capricious and uncertain 
day there will be the appearance of 

2 violent fermentation, and the next every 
thing will be calmed; but whenever 
there has been a confiderable ejection of 
fcoriz and cinders, it bas been a conftant 
obfervation, that the lava foon made its 
appearance, either by boiling over the 
crater, or forcing its way through the 
crevices in the conical part of the moun- 
tain.

attacks that might he made upon afl, or 
any of them, on account of religion, fove~ 
reignty, commerce, or any other pretence 
whatever, Bur for the more convevient 
management ot the general interefts of the 
‘United States, it was determnined that Dele- 
gates fhoald be annually appointed, in fuch 
uiner as the Legiflature of each State 
Should diredt, to meet 19 Congiefs the firft 
Monday ia’ November of evry year.

A varicty of flowering thrubs, al- 
moftall entirely new to an huropean, and 
of eaquiite iragrance, abound in thot 
places which are free from trees ; and a- 
mong thele, a tall thrub, besring an cle 
gauc flower, which fmclls bke Engtih 
anay, is peculiaily delightful, and perfumes 
the air toa great diflance. ‘There are but 
tew trees 5 and, as Captain Tench and 
others relate, of fo bad a iain, that they 
can fcarcely be ufed for any puepofe : This, 
however, Mr. Stockdale aicribes to their 
heing uled in an unkafond fate, 26 ban 
Leen already mentioned. In retyru for 
thefe bad qualitice, however the trees 
yield vait quantities of the gum 
mentioned ag a cure for the’ dyfentery. 
‘The climate of this continent appears not 
to be difugrerable, notwithflanding the 
violent complaints which fome have made 
aboutit. The beat has never een exe 
ceffive in furamer, nor is the cold intoler+ 
able in winter. Storms of thunder and 
Iughtning are frequent ; but thefe ere comt- 
mon to ail warm countries ; and it han 
‘been fuppufed (though upon what founda- 
tion docs not well appear) that were the 
country cleared of wood, and inhabited, 
thefe would in a great meafure ceale, A 
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fhock of an earthquake has Hkewife 
been felt; but thefe natural calami- 
tien are incident to fome of the fineft 
countries in the world. It is not known 
whether there are any ices Bet 
ie quadruy are principally of the op- 
poffure ki , of which the moft remarkable 
isthe kangaroo. ‘There ia alfo a fpecies 
of dogs very different from thofe known in 
Enrupe : they are extremely fierce, and 
ean never be wht to the fame degree 
of familiarity aa thofe which we are ac 
avainted with : fome of them have becn 
Drought to England, but fill retain their 
Native ferocity.

So far from being fo inured to the cold, 
by geing invariably naked, as to be infenfi- 
to the injuries of the weather, the 
colonifts had repeated opportunities of 
fecing them ihivering wath cold in the 
winter, or huddling together in heaps in 
ther huts, or in caverns till a fire could 
be kindled to warm them. It is = 
ble, however, notwithftanding their ex- 
treme barharifm, that forme aowienge of 
the arts may be introduced amor 
as fame have been feen attentively con- 
fdering the suite and Sree 
\¢ Europeans, with a view ftemingly, 
making Pnilar improvements. Ive Yome 
things allo they pots great power of 
imitation ; they can imitate the fongs and 
language of the Europe=ns almoft initan- 
ly, much hetter than the latter can 
imitate theirs by Jong practice; and this 
talent is dilcernable in their fculptures, 
every where to be snet with on the rocks ; 
thefe reprefent mea and other animals, 
and, thongh rude, are very furprifing for 
le who have not the knowledge of 
Fonttrudting a comfortable habitation, or 
of making clothes. In perfon, they are 
eAive, vigorous, and ftovt, though 
vally lean. The women have fometmes 
been kept back with the moft jealous fen- 
ibility ; fometimes offered with the great- 
eft familiarity. Such of them as have 
Deen feen have foft and pleating voices; 
and feem not to be deftifute of modefty. 
‘The man difplay great perfonal bravery 
on the sPperance of any danger; but, 
with all their courage, they are mach 
afraid of a mufkct, and almoft equally 
fo of a red coat, which they know to 
the martial drefs of the Europeans. 
amitchicf which they have hitherto 
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‘has been exercifed only on fome few 
ling conviéte, moft of whom, proba 
wwe been the aggreffors.

‘The civit war between the 
magifirates and the prople, in 1735, was 
‘very near reducing the city to rms; but 
the former bumg bamhed, the citizens, 0 
3337 eflablithed a new form of govern 
nent, which was confirmed by the enipe- 
ror Louis ot Bavaria. “Lhe exiles, after fe~ 
veral {ruitlefs attempts, weie at re 
adinitted 5 but it being dikovered that 
they bad envaged in a coulpiracy againft 
the citizens, they were all of them put to 
death. In coulequence of this rranfa@ion, 
the nobles in the neighboubood took up 
arme agamlt the town: the latter, atuc 
having appued inf Quaily for afliftance 
to the emperur Charles V, entered into an 
alliance with the lout cantons, Lucern, 
Uri, Schwenz, and Underwalden, and was 
aduultd a member of their contederacy.
